ranean with Ships, and all Ca- 
talopia with Soldiers : and mak- 
ing them in the low Countrys 
to expect mighty ſumms for 
their releif. The Hollanders.vex- 
ed at the evil ſucceſs of the lait

The 31 in the morning Mon- 
lieur met the King at Boyrger, and at 
noon the Queen,the Dauphin,and the 
Princes, and Princeſſes of the Court 
met. his Majeſty at Clichy, from 
whence they went to FYerſailles.

Meſſieures of Parliament and of the 
other Sovereign Courts and Magi- 
ſtrates of Paris, who did make their 
ſet Speeches on the felicity of his 
Arms in that glorious Campain. The 
fourth - Monſieur Bonnevil intro- 
duced to his Majeſty the Nuncio 
and all the Embaſſadors and Mini- 
ſters, Strangers who teltified their 
admiration and joy for the {wift- 
neſs and: greatneſs of his conqueſts. 
And thus the King ended his Cam- 
pain in three months,of which he em- 
ployed two in his Conqueſts and the 
otherindiſpoſingthings toaſlure what 
he had.got. Time wiil ſhew the Im- 
portance and conſequences of theſe. 
things better than we can. Allthat 
we may fay,is that after the three 
moſt conſiderable places in the tow 
Countries both for their repute and 
fortifications, carried with ſo great 
promtitude, the hardeft part of the 
work was over. By theſe he had co- 
ver'd all his former conqueſts, and 
Put the frontiers of his Kingdom in a 
condition to ſuffer no longer from the 
inroads of thoſe Gariſonsnor to ſuffer 
any lIncommodity from theWar.
